A bulletin issued by’ the Bureau of 
Industries yesterday gives some inter~ 
esting particulars regarding the estimated 
yield of crops in Ontario this year. 

The statement is not particularly en- 
couraging, however, showing as it doos 
an all round falling off compared with 
1891. 

For instance the estimated yield, of 
fall whoat per acre is put at 21.2 bush— 
els per acre for 1892 as against 25.7 for 
1891 ; spring wheat is given at 21.7 for 
1891 and 21 for 1892; barley at 24.6

Bir John Thompson has Accepted 
the Office. 


EO tea 


[ Torents Bmpire.) 


Orrawa, Nov. 25.—“ The Governor- 
General has received with great regret a 
letter from Sir John Abbott intimating 
that he is compelled by\the state of his 
health to resign his office. Acting upon 
the advice of Sir John Abbott, His 
Extellency has requested Sir John 
Thom to form anew Cabinet. Sir 
John Thompson has accepted this duty 
but it is probable that a few days will 
be required before an accurate list of 
the Ministers can be given.” Such is 
the official announcement handed to the 
Empire correspondent this afternoon, 
which conveys to the Canadian public 
the intelligence of the fact that a new 
Premier has assumed the reins of power. 

General regret is expressed here that 
the reason assigned for Sir John Ab- 
bott's resignation should exist. It was 
hoped that the late Premier's visit to 
Europe would lead to the restoration of 
his health, but when it comes to a 
question of breaking down at his post 
or of resigning now and perhaps adding 
to his lease of life, no one can blame 
him for communicating to His Excel- 
lency his desire to be relieved from 
office. As to his successor, public 
opinion has for a long time past been 
pointing to Sir John Thompson as the 
one man head and shoulders above’ his 
fellows to guide the destinies of this 
country eo long as the Conservative 
party remains in power. Less.than 18 
months ago, Sir John Thompson mag- 
nanimously declined to accept the 
honors connected with the Premiership, 
His Excellency at that time invited the 
Minister of Justice to undertake the 
task of forming @ Ministry, but as is 
Well known, he stood aside and sug- 
gested that Mr. Abbott should be called 
upon.

They de- 
sired first to learn if the trade prospects of 
the Upper Congo region would justify the 
heavy cost of a railroad. So they sent an 
expedition four years ago, which spent a 
year in threading the waterways of the Up- 
per Congo, taking a sort of census of the 
people, and making a thorough study of 
the country. The par ptm | party then 
drew up a careful report with regard to the 
natives, their desire for trade, the kinds of 
merchandise they would buy, and the vari- 
ous products that conld be secured for re- 
turn cargoes to Europe. 


THE SURVEYS. 


» The company were well pleased with the 
report and at once sent out two other ex- 
peditions, one to make surveys along the 
south bank and the other along the north 
bank, to decide the best route for the rail- 
road and its probable cost. This work oc- 
cupied another year, and after all this pre- 
liminary work it was decided to build the 
line on the south side of the river, starting 
from Matadi, ninety miles above the Congo's 
mouth. The engineers decided that the 
line, after skirting the Congo for five miles, 
should ascend the Leopold ravine to the 
plateau at Palabulla.

The Mad Bush of a Railroad Train Down a 
Stcep Mountain Grade in Mexico. 


A Monterey, Mex., despatch says :—The 
particulars of one of the most remarkable 
and oY i railroad accidents that ever 
occurred in Mexico have reached here. The 
catastrophe occurred three days ago on the 
Mexican National line, but only meagre de- 
tails of it were received here until to-day. 
The grade of the National road from this 
city for.a distance of 90 miles to Sal- 
tillo is very steep, and two engines are re- 
quired to get ordinary treight trains over 
the Sierra Maderia mountains above Saltillo 
On Sunday afternoon, as one of these dou- 
ble-headers was pulling a train load of corn 
up the almost perpendicular mountain side, 
twenty miles south of Saltillo, the coupling 
broke, releasing the caboose and six cara 
filled with 3,000 bushels of corn from the 
train. James Martin, the conductor, and 
Frank Harwood, the rear brakeman, were 
in the caboose. They rushed out and began 
ie the brakes, but were powerless to 
atop the increasing momeatum of the cars 
down the mountain. Within a distance of six 
miles the train was running at a speed of 90

The Touaregs are the most formidable 
band of professional brigands in the world. 
They occupy the entire central part of the 
Sahara, from Ghadames on the north to 
Timbuctoo on the South. It is impossible 
to give an approximate idea of their num- 
bers. Dr. Supan estimates the population 
of the eritire Sahara at 2,500,000, and it is 
probable that the twenty-six sub-families 
of the great tribe of the Touarege number 
at least 400,000 souls. All the trade routes 
from Algeria and Tunis, and some of those 
from Morocco and Tripoli pass through 
their territory. It was these fanatical 
nomads who murdered Miss Tinne, the 
handsome young heiress of Holland, whose 
devotion to the cause of discovery led to 
her tragical fate in the desert. 
aregs murdered the entire Flattera expedi- 
tion, They killed a half dozen Catholic 
priests who were toiling across the desert 
to found missions inthe Soudan. Lieut. 
Palat, and, a little later, Camille Douls, 
both of whom were undertaking the hazar- 
dous journey to Timbuctoo, met death by 
violence in the Touareg country. But their 
hand is turned no more against the whites 
than against every traveler in their land 
who has plunder worth seizing.

The Needs of North Hastings. 
_ To the Editor of the Review,— 
| Dean Sin, — Very few people in the Town. 
ships lying south of Tudor in thia Coanty, 
haye anything like « correct idea of the large 
_ district whieh lies north of Madoc . Many 
people suppose that the land ia barren and 
entirely worthless ; othera who hare heard 
of the fine land and highly cultivated farma 
ia some parte of Carlow and Monteagle have 
formed an exaggerated idea of the fertility 
aod beeuty of the county. 


The actual facts are about ax follows, and 
it is for reasona which I hall, at least, in 
part explain, of great importance that more 
general interest should be takes in thie dis 
trict then haa hitherto been felt in the freat 
townshipe. 

The lownstips in Hastings lying north of 
Rathboo Station on the C. O. KR. including 
Wollaston and Limetick coatain « population 
of between four/and five thoasand people 
Portions of the County of Haliburton and of 
the Counties of Kenfrew aod Addington which 
make uae of the Central Ontario and the 
Hastings Road for an outlet, will bring the 
number up to about six: thousand. The 
people have hitherto found a tairly good 
market for their produce among the numer- 
ous shanties which have been operated by 
the Bronsona, Rathbun, Booth. Gilmour and 
many other lamber companies who hold 
limits in thie region, and consideriug the 
amount of capital invested in farming have 
heen fairly prosperous. The probability, or 
rather certainty, that with the exhaustion of 
the timber this market would soon cease, in. 
duced many of the more far seeing settlers 
about six years ago to attempt the intro- 
duction of Cheese Factories, and about 
thirteen have been atarted since that time ; 
several of them have been running fice or 
six years and the others about one or two. 

The difficulties in establishing these -fact- 
oriea were almost disheartening. First may 
be placed the great distances to be travelled 
by the milk wagons, and the bad roads both 
for drawing milk and cheese. As an in- 
stance I may aay that the first year the Ran- 
eroft Factory wes operated there were five 
routes, one of four and a half miles, one 
five, one about three and a half, one four 
and the shortest three. The whole of these 
routes: put in abont serenty-two standards ; 
this year two hundred and eight were re. 
ceived, with about the same distance travelled. 

The Walkerville Factory has also, pro- 

aed favorably, having received twe hun- 
Tred and 14 standard this season, aud these 
two factories may be considered as being suc- 
cessfully established, though of course the 
great expense of milk drawing and some diffi. 
culties in the marketing of the cheese prevents

them from being quite #o profitable as fact~ | 


oriea inthe front, the dividend is 
about twenty dollors. 

The majority ef the other factories have 
not succeeded eo well, some them ouly pay- 
ing from 14 to 16 dollars, The causes of this 
partial failure besides those mentioned above 
ate principally lack of means to procure a 
wufficient number of good cows, and the want 
of unanimity in supporting they factories. 
The factory system is is not ver well known 
or understood by many of the people here, 
and they have not the advantage which the 

joneers of the cheese business had in the 

ront of we rices for the product of their 
labours. In fact owing to the small scale 
on which some of them are carried on, it is 
impracticable to procure the services of first- 
class and experienced makers ; 20 that a sav 
ing in wages {es often effected at a greater 
loss in making sales. 

The time, however, has now arrived, when 
it will be meceéssary either to increase and 
perfect the factory system or to see the 
country depopulated to the extent of probab- 
ly fifty per cent. Last year concluded the 
marka of Mason & Sona and the Eddy Co in 
this district, and itis not eu that 

' there is pine enough left on Rathbuns’ Far- 
aday limite, or on Bronson’s-on the York 
Branch to warrant putting in another shanty. 
Booth's limits on the Mississippi Branch are 
nearly exhausted, and McLauglin’s at Park 
Lake are approaching the end of their cut. 
Noxt spring for the first time in the memory 
of the oldest settler there will be no «‘drive’’ 
on the York Branch, and for all practical 
purposes we mey say that the lumbering has 
ceased so far as affording’a market is con- 
cerned.

©. 0. R. The Hastings Koad ia, ae 1 bave 
intimated, the means of communication with 
the outeide world for about mx thousand 
peopia, and in order to carty the treffic it 
should be gravelied or macadamired. In dry 
weather in the summer it cuta ap into duat 
so that the wheels sink nearly half way to 
the hub, and make travelling nearly as bad 
aa after a fow days rain in the spring or fail, 
when the road becomes almoet impasaabdie. 
It is asolems to expect men possessing th 
capital and energy required to develo the 
the country, to come here while the present 
state of things exists’ The fret five miles 
north of Rethban would be quite sufficient 
to tnke away al! desire to become a eettler on 
the pert of any person who might come back 
in ether very wet or very dre weather And 
yet bad aa the road is aod seems likely to be, 
she Ontario Government has been very lib- 
eralin expending money on it. So far aa | 
can learn an average of about $1000 a year 
has been expended in repaire since the road 
waa first built, asam which had it been used 
to thoroughly and permanently build a mile 
each year would have made a good job of it. 
Many people blame the Government and the 
overseers for what is known as “‘white wash-— 
ing’’; but this is not the fault of anyone in 
particular but of the system pursued. The 
people petition, say for repairs from L’Amabie 
to Rathbun, a distance of twalye miles, and 
perhaps a thousand dollars is granted. It is 
absolutely impossible to do more with the 
money than to make temporary repairs, and 
such repairs are meeded about as much much 
in ond place as another all the way. The re. 
wult is that we have pretty fair going for a 
short time, and that when the frost goos out 
in the spring the road is cut up so as to be 
about aa bad aa ever. 

When our present Warden was last back 
here, some four ov five years ayo, he auggeat— 
ed the idea that the Government should be 
asked to give « lump sum equivalent to the 
amount which '¢ bas cost under the present 
system, to the Oounty, pn condition of thé 
County adopting it asa gtayel road. The 
Gowaty has ail the requisiteagfor the. con 
wtruction of a road that would stand the

and in fact all freight going east would have 
to be hauled about one hundred and seventy- 
five miles out of the direct line by the Iron. 
dale road, would enable the business men in 
the towns in this county to keep up and 
men greatly improve their connections in the 
North. 

The question as to the agricultural or 
rather pastoral resources of the country, may 
I think be considered as decided by the 
steady improvement shown in the business 
done by the “tancroft and Walkerville Pact. 
ories. The eultivatable portion of the land 
in the back townships, while it is not suited 
for steady cropping for grain, is remarkably 
well adopted for timothy and . clover hay, 
and to all kinds of root crops, and under a 
proper rotation of cross will, and does, pro- 
duce excellent crops of wheat and other grain. 
Over two thousand head of cattle were killed 
or sold in these townships in each of the 
two years preceding the present, I have not 
been able to get an accurate estimate for this 
year, but presume that it wil! at 
other seasons. 

Owing to the abundance of other feed, the 
marsh hay is very little used; but by a very 
amallexpense of cleaning up the heavice 
meadows and repairingthe dams so as to

The mere action of throwing it into 
a frying pan and letting it sizzle till it be- 
comes brown does not cook it.- It requires 
some skill in.its preparation and superin- 
tendency while it is cooking to make it so 
that it can be eaten with a relish, This 
skill however ta obtained by practic and 
too many girls begin to practice, alter they 
are married and the peor man who has 
sworn to love and protect them, throngh 
the anguish of dyspepsia and indigestion is 
apt to forget his vows. 

The fact js that men do notthink enough 
of this, Most men marry without giving 
the woman's ability to cook a meal, a single

It is no. viten that women become pale 
and sickly through housework if a reason- 
able amount of out door walks and cxercise 
istaken. It is sedentary habits, over heat- 
ed rooms, bad cooking and illy chosen 
food that brings on disease. So do not be 
afraid, girla, that you will get sick learning 
to cook, but try toemulate our mothers who 
prided themselves on their housework and 
ecible food,

Breakfast in the Nuraery. 


The change from milk diet to solid food 
for an infant must be very gradual, and 
should be carefully studied: 

For breakfast, at seven o'clock, the fol- 
lowing diet is recommended by eminent 
specialists for children. 

One or two cups of warm milk, a slice of 
well-baked ‘eden: pts day old, good butter, 
and a lightly boiled egg, or one of the cere- 
als, oatineal preferably. 

To boil an egg to suit a child's digestion, 
it must be put on in cold water and taken 
off as soon as the water boils. The yolks of 
one or two, twice a week, should be the 
allowance. 

Oatmeal or wheat,should be used alter- 
nately upon the other ‘lays. 

A preparation of oatmeal is now manu- 
factured that is without husks, and it is 
desirable for very young children. 

If, however, it cannot be obtained, the 
ordinary kimd must be strained after boil- 
ing. Dr. Louis Starr says, in his little 
work called ‘Hygiene of the Nursery,” 
that this can be done best by using a piece 
of mosquito netting. 

The oatmeal must be boiled thoroughly, 
in a double boiler, for at least three-quar- 
tersofanhour. Add salt just before using. 
The proportions are usually given wit 
each preparation. 

If, however, the porridge is too thick, 
add a little hot water and beat lightly with 
a silver fork. 

Wheaten grits must be soaked over night, 
and should be boiled very slowly, in a 
double boiler, for at least four hours. It is 
convenient to do this the day before it is to 
be used ; 1t can be warmed easily, and it 
improves by the second heating. 

oached eggs may be used occasionally, 
rejecting the white, however, for very 
young children. 

It requires skill to poach an egg perfect- 
ly. Itshould come out of the water look- 
ing like a white puffy ball, as if it had been 
rolled over and over in the boiling water. 
This can only be done by having the water 
well-salted. Do not be afraid to putin a 
large spoonful of salt, as that is the secret 
of keeping the eggs in good shape. 

Put on the cover the instant the eggs are 
in, and let the water boil up once, when 
they will be done just enough for easy 
digestion. 

The juice of a sweet orange, a ripe apple 
scraped with a silver knife or spoon, or a 
baked apple, with sugar and cream, may be 
used as a fruit course, 

Peel and core the apples carefully pour a 
cup of cold water over them, sprinkle thick- 
ly with sugar, cover closely and bake until 
tender in a moderate oven. 

If carefully done, they should be juicy 
and soft as jelly, Fruit that has no seeds, 
carefully stewed, is also advisable, and is 
generally very much relished by the little 
ones. - 

It thould be remembered that orange 
juice, stewed prunes, and pears, are decid- 
edly laxative ; oatmeal has also this tend- 
hency, 

Wheat preparations can be used when for 
any special reason oatmeal is not desirable.

Cressler’s contrivance is not a machine, 
nor is it built to antagonize, but rather to 
utilize, the ferces of nature. He gays the 
school-boy’s kite comes nearer to the ideal 
flying machine than ary intricate and labor- 
ei effort ofa million fond experiments. 
Being a taxidermist, with a wonderful eve 
for nature, he has scores of hawks in his 
cabin poised in all positions assumed for 
flying. Some of these attitudes to a lay- 
man’s eye appear extremely awkward, but 
the scientist's explanations are plausible and 
his proofs convincing. 

For instance, he has gone so far into the 
science of the hawk flying that he has dis- 
sected the muscles of a score,made draughts 
of each particular set, and noted on the 
drawing their peculiar uses when the bird 
is flying. He has also closely estimated the 
strength exerted by each muscle or set of 
muscles, and applying them to the whole 
declares positively that man possesses each 
muscle necessary, and besides that has ten- 
fold the requisite strength. 

His machine is made to be worn like an 
ordinary suit, but when donned it unfolds 
marvellous possibilities. It fits like a glove 
and is manipulated instinctively as a part 
of the body, each muscle of arm leg and 
body exerting itself at the proper time.

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ZEBRAS AND THEIR STRIPES. 


The Laticr Usefulin Rendering the Animal 
Invisible. 


Almost every writer who treats of the 
colors of animals refers to Galton’s obser- 
vations thatin the bright starlight of an 
African night zebras are practically invisi- 
ble even at a short distance, says a writer 
in London Nature, but there can be nodeubt 
that their peculiar striped appearance is 
also of great protective value in broad day- 
light. On arecent zebra hant near Cra- 
dock, in which I took part, several mem- 
bers of our party commented on the diffi- 
culty of seeing zebras even at modern dis- 
tances, although there was nothing to hide 
them, the black and white stripes blending 
#o completely that the animals assume a 
dull brown appearance quite in harmony 
with the general color of the locality in 
which they are found, andin which, for in- 
stance, Rooi Rehbok (lelea capreolata) is 
so well protected on account of its peculiar | 
browaish coat.

In England, during the reign of Henry 
VIIL., the public mind became greatly ex- 
cited through several cases of potsoning, and 
Parliament enacted a law making boiling to 
death the penalty. This law was on the 
statute books about sixteen years. It was 
made retroactive, so as to take in a case that 
chiefly prompted its enactment—that of 
Richard Rosse, otherwise Coke, the Bishop 
of Rochester's cook, who poisoned seventeen 
persons, two of whom died. Coke was boil- 
ed at Rochester. The infliction was attend- 
ed with peculiar cruelty, as Coke was put 
into a cauldron of cold water and gradually 
cooked to death. 

A few years later, in March, 1548, « oune 
woman named M t Davy was panish 
in a similar way on conviction of poisoning. 
The public was not satisfied as to her guilt, 
and, notwithstanding the comparatively 
siow travel of news in those days, the etory 
of Margaret Davy's trial and punishment 
soon spread through the kingdom and 
aroused universal horror. Boiling to death 
remained on the atatute book, however, as 
long as Henry reigned, perhaps because the 
monarch himself had a dread of being 

isoned. Immediately after his death

Among the Turks the usual method both 
of trying and punishing « poisoner is to make 
him drink his own concoction, ifany can be 
found. Otherwise the accused is half- 
strangled or beaten into a confession. A 
prisoner who eurvives the preliminary or» 
deals but is convicted nevertheless is tor- 
tured to death by being spread-eagled in 
the heat of the sun. It 1s said that up toa 
recent period the Sultan’s list of palace 
employes included 4 Turkish doctor, expert 
in poisons, whose duties were not confined 
to attending thesick and tasting theSultan’s 
food. It has been known in Constantinople 
that the skill of/the Sultan’s poison expert 
was called into service whenever his master 
wished to get rid of someone who had offend- 
ed, but who had Been guilty of no open vio- 
lation of the Sultan's wishes or decree, The 
present Sultan, Abdal Hamid, among other 
reforms, has dispensed with the court pois- 
oner.

Drinking Water on Board Ship. 


The foulness of drinking water on board shi 
is (the British Medical Journal points out 
an undoubted source of danger and diseaso, 
and ofter a cause of local epidemics. The 
primary disideratum is to obtain water from 
an unquestionable source ; the next is that 
it should = suffer ee in ite 

eto the ship; and the third, thatit 
Shoold not be os in its storage on 
board. To fulfil this latter condition the 
necessity of a periodical and thorough 
cleansing of casks and cisterna is clearly in- 
dicated. Unfortunately, it is often difficult 
to fall in with a ptire water source on shore, 
ially in warm climates ; and in sailing 
shies without the means of condensing, it 
is frequently necessary to be satisfied with 
what can be got, and trust to filtration for 
drinking purposes, if the captain is provi- 
dent enough to rate a good filter for the 
ship’s company as well as for himself. It 
is possible for cholera or typhoid fever to 
attend the use of water from a particular 
tank ina ship, while nothing wrong:is trace- 
able in relation to the others, The use of 
condensed water, where it can be produced, 
has often been proved to be preterable to 
the ordinary supply obtainable in even 
civilised portsabrosd. We know the one 
to be quite safe, but we cannot be sure of 
the other. It must, however, be noted that 
the sea water used for distillation should be 
free from harbour contamination. In some 
parts of Malta harbour, for example, to use 
a nautical simile, the water is ‘‘ as thick as 
pes soup,” and condensing from it has been 
attended with evil results. Notwithstand- 
ing the vaunted purity of all water produc- 
ed in this way, unwhvlesome products may 
and do pass over in the distillation of close 
harbour water, In the port of London it 
is, aga rule, delivered on board by a hose 
direct from the mains, but ships lying in 
the river and in some of the docks have to 
obtain it from barges. The wooden barges 
formerly used have now been replaced al- 
most entirely by iron barges, which are 
more easily kept clean and are less liable to 
leakage.

France's Great Canal Kystem. 


Interior navigation has long he!d a promin 
ent place in the traffic of France, and it is 
not surprising to learn that the lengtn of 
navigable waterways in that country is 8000 
miles, of which 650 miles are returned as 
tidal, 2100 miles navigable without works, 
2250 miles canalized rivers and 3000 miles 
canals. The State looks out for all but 7 
per cent. of this network, which is therefore 
practically free from tolls. This system of 
inland navigation has cost about $300,000, - 
000 for construction and purchase and $25,- 
000,000 for concessions. The annual cost of 
maintenance is abcut $2,600,000, or $325 a 
mile, which covers all expenditures whatao- 
ever. The number of vessels eraployed on 
the waterways is between 15,000 and 16,000; 
about 26 per cent. have a capacity of 300 
tons ot more, while more than half havea 
capacity exceeding 100 tons. Moreover, 
about 2000 tons foreign boats use the French 
canals each year. The motive power is now 
almost entirely farnished by draft animals, 
although afew steam tugs are used on the 
Seine, the Oise and some other rivers, and 
steam cargo boats are occasionally met, 
Cable towing and tow locomotives are also 
nsed ina few places. The’ average cost of 
moring a ton of freight one mile is stated to 
be .064¢ on rivers and 25 per cent. less on 
canals.

This question has been regarded as a mys- 


tery and has given rise to some carious 
*pecniations, but a litth consideration of 
the subject must, I think, eatiefy as all 
that it would be very wonderfal, quite in- 
comprehensible, if the waters of the ooean 
were otherwise than saltas they are, 
_ The following explanation wae fret sug: 
gested to myself many years ago when re- 
ceiving iy first lessons in practical chemi- 
cal analysia. The problem t to be solved 
was “es separation of the bases dissolved in 
water by precipitating them, one one- 
in @ sted’ eonel md 
water from the first, then from thie fil- 
trate precipitating the second, and so on 
until all were separated or accounted for. 
But in doing this there was one base that 
waa always left to the last, on account of 
the difficulty of combining it with amy acid 
that would form a solid compound, a diffi- 
culty so great that its presence was deter- 
mined by a different method. This base is 
soda, the predominating base of sea-aalt, 
where it is combined with hydrochloric acid. 
Not only is soda the most soluble of all the 
mineral bases, hut the mineral acid with 
which it is combined forms a remarkably 
soluble series of salta, the chlorides. Thue 
the primary fact concerning the salinity of 
sea-water is that it bas selected from am 
the stable chemical elements the two whi 
form the most soluble compounds, Among 
the earthly bases is one which is exception- 
ally soluble—that is, esia—and this 
stands next to soda in ite abundence in sea- 
water, 
Modern research has shown that the ocean 
contains in solution nearly every element 
that exists upon the earth, and that these 
elements exist in the water in proportions 
nearly corresponding to the mean solwbilit 
of their various compounds. Thus gold 
silver and most of the other heavy metals 
are found to exist there. Sonnenatadt found 
about 14 grains of gold to the ton of sea. 
water, or a dollar's worth in leas than two 
tons. As the ocean covers all the lower val- 
leys of the earth, it receives all the drain 
from the whole of the exposed land, 
drainage is the rain-water that has fallen 
upon this ex surface, has flowed down 
its supertici tone. or has sunk into porous 
land, and descended underground, In either 
case the water must dissolve and with 
itany soluble matter that it meete, the 
quantity of solid matter which is thus ap- 
et ina being proportionate to ite solu: 
ility and the extent of ita exposure to the 
solvent. Rain when it falls upon the earth 
is distilled water nearly pure (ite emall im- 
anderen being what it obtains trom the ai.), 
ut-river water when it reaches the ocean 
contains measurable quantities of dissolved

He 
has copied for the society the diary of the 
iim white man who entered the Transvaal, 
The story of the Trichardt march from the 
Cape Colony through Zoutpansberg to Dela- 
goa Bay is contained! in this diary, which is 
the handwriting of Louis Trichardt, grand. 
father of the Commandant of Middelbarg. 
The trek consisted originally of two clans, 
the Trichardts and the nebarge, but 
they quarreled in the North, and the 
Reuabargs trekked through to the Limpopo, 
and they were never seen . WAS 
subsequently escertained that the whole 
clan had been massacred by a Matabele 


impi. 

Phe Trichardts heard this in Zoutyans- 
berg es a rumor among the Kaffirs, and 
they also heard that the Matabele were re- 
cruiting ® special impifor them. Old Tric- 
hardt then decided upon the bold enter- 
prise of marching to Delagog Bay across a 
country which no white man had traversed 
yet. Then commenced the tragedies, the ro- 
mances,and the nameless horrore of the Tric- 
hardt diary. No novel that has ever been 
written appeals so potently to the heart as 
the simple words of the grand old here of 
South African pioneering. The record of 
the march to De Bay is a record full of 
tears illumined scarcely by one brighter ray. 
There are passages in this journal which 
South African his cannot afford to lose. 


Yi at Delagoa Bay the whole trek died ot fever, 


one by one, and the old man—~whose monu- 
ment should stand on Church Square to-day 
——wrote the last of his awful story the 
day before he, too, succumbed to the dis. 
ease. 


Few more touching passages will be found 
in any history than the description of their 
arrival in Deane Bay. They reached 
there at the very last gasp, eo to speak. 
Their cattle had all been killed by the 
teetse. Worn out and famished, with noth- 
ing bat animal skin to cover themselves, 
they reached the Rio Spirito Sancto with 
death staring them in the face from its 
pestilential banks. Almost the first thing 
they beheld wae «a boat upon the river, 
and then they met the first white man they 
had come across during their long pilgrim- 
age. He was a Portuguese soldier of the 

arrison, and with Bim they travelled down 
the river to the fort-—to die. The book 
belongs to the Triehardt family, and was 
kindly lent to Young South Africa through 
the good offices of Commandant Trichardt 
of Middelburg. It is written in ge ink 
and apparently with all manner of instra- 
ments serving for pens, and is strongly 
bound in tanned oxhide. The binding is 
the handiwork of the Father of Voortprek- 
kers himself, The watermark on the paper 
is 1830, and the diary was commenced in 
Zootpansberg in 1835. 

Mr. Roos has spared no pains to make a 
perfect copy. The grand old pioneer wrote 
a firm, clear hand, but through age and the 
bad ink used the writing is occasionally 
hardly legible. By means of the two mir- 
rors, into Mr, Roos suceceded in de- 
ciphering every word, and he will, there- 
‘fore, present to the socicty a perfect copy of 
the first diary—the first thing, in fact— 
every written by a white man in the Trans- 
vaal. It willbe proposed in the society

@bscrvations at the American 
Siation in Peru, 

Daring his observations at Arequipa, 
Peru, Prof, W. E. Pickering has ionaeaatt 
seen the so-called “lunar twilight, ’’ whi 

rolongs the cusps of the crescent moon. 
This phenomenon has been noted by other 
scientists, among whom are Schroeter, 
Webb and Gruitheisen, and Prof. Picker- 
ing’a observations of that exhibition of the 
existence of a lumar atmosphere have led 
him to apeak more at length in regard to 
the thin aerial cloak which encompasses the 
earth's satellite. The Arequipa observa- 
tions were made with a high-power tele- 
scope, and the lanar twilight was traced 
acroas the stellar surface to a distance cor- 
responding to sixty seconds of arc, or in 
lunar latitude to about 4 degrees, as against 
the 18 degrees of latitude in 

A TERRESTRIAL TWILIGHT, 

As the atmospheric refraction induced by 
the moon’s atmosphere is equal to a diver- 
gence of about two seconds from the direct 
ray, it has been generally accepted as a 
matter of common belief that the density 
of the lunar atmosphere is about three one- 
hundredths, or four one-hundredths of that 
of the terrestrial atmosphere. 

According to Prof. Pickering’s observa- 
tions these figures are much too large. On 
Auguat 12, 1892, during the occultation of | 
Jupiter, he repeated some experiments that 
be had made in California during a. similar | 
occultation, aud he now feiterates his be- 
lief that the density of the lunar atmosphere | 
is surely not above 1-4000 and “3 rg be 
1-8000 of that of the earth. The basis for 
this conclusion is that immediately before | 
and after the occultation of Jupiter the re- | 
fraction produced by the lunar atmosphere | 
did not exceed ons second ofare. This ob- 
servation was carefully made, and will prob- 
ably be confirmed by future photographs of | 
lusarrefraction. The fact thatthe lunar at- 
mosphere iseven much less dense than it 
has been believed to be may beacceptedd as at 
least partially proven. [For all practical | 

this would render the lunar atmos. | 
phere at the surface of the moon of thesame | 
density as the terrestrial atmosphere at 
about forty-five miles from the surface of , 
the earth. It is known that the latter aen- 
sity 1s sutlicient to cause refraction, so that 
there seems nothing unreasonable in Prof. 
Pickering’s conclusions. 

Why the meon’s air should be so rarefied 
is still an open queation. It may be taken 
\for granted that, if the moon were once a 
part of the earth, the original lunar atmos- 
phere was at least 1-40th as dense as the 
present terrestrial atmosphere. That ithas- 
grown at least 100 times as rarefiel isa) 
strange circumstance, but one that admits } 
of a plausible explanation. According. to 
Prof. Pickering’s thesry given im the pres- | 
ent number of Astronomy, with an account ' 
of hia Arequipa observations, the loss of 
density in the janar atmosphere has not | 
only been going on since the moon was born | 
into apace, but is being continued to-day : 

** According to the researches of Profs, ' 
Langley and Very, the temperature of the 
moon's surface may be taken at about 0° 
centigrade. There is no reason to suppose 
tat any particle situated im the immediate

a much lower temperature than if exposed 
te 


TRE SUN'S RATS. 
At this tem Ahe molecules of nitro- 
gee composing our etmosphere have a mean 
velovity of rather less than one-tnird of a 
mile per second, and the molecules of oxy- 
goa & mean velocity of rather more than one 


‘quarter of a mile. These are their mean 


velocities, but some of these particles are 
undoubtedly snoving at a very moch slower 
rate than this, and somea great deal faster. 

Vien tere are many of them they are 
changing their velocities millions of times 
every second, owiag to nataral collisiona. 
But where there are only comparatively few 
of them, as would be the case, for instance, 
near the outekirte of the lanar atmosphere, 
it would frequeatly happen that one o: these 
molecules possessing five or six times the 
average Velocity of the rest would not meet 
any other molecule in ite path to step it and 
it would then be carried away from the moon 
never to return to it again unless brought 
back by the attraction of some other ont- 
side body such as the earth or the sun. We 
thus see thaceven now the moon must be 
constantly losing whatever atmosphere it 
possesses while it has no means whatever of 
recovering it.” 

Fortunately if the aame thing be taking 
place in the terrestrial atmosphere it must 
be doing ko ata very slow raté indeed, If 
in some earlier period hydrogen gas was 
more abundant in the terrestrial atmosphere 
than it now is, it may be that much of that 
ges escaped, bu: the oxygen and nitrogen 
are not likely to be lost very easily. Fora 
long time to come, therefore, the earth 
seems safe enough asa breathing place for 
mankind, and it is probable that the den- 
sity of the terrestrial atmosphere will last 
as long as the human race does.

Monarch Walks. 

The traveler who is strolling about the 
principal thoroughfares of Pekin is liable at 
® crossing of two main streets to find a huge 
soreen of patchwork cloth suspended from 

ea in such way as to obstruct the view 
rom all sides, only a narrow openiag left tor 
carte and pedestrians, Pursuing his way he 
notices that the entrance to all the many 
alleys is barricaded with rush mats, and 
the same kind of screen is in front of 
ruined temples and vacant lots which have 
been used as the places of deposit of filth or 
rubbish, Whenever the Emperor is about 
to make his exit from the city or is about 
to return criers annoutice that fact to the 
people, who then disappear, not to em 
until the invisible monarch has passed, 
when things on as usual until the next 
occasion of a like nature. 

There are two main benefits supposed to 
be attached to this characteristically Ori- 
sntal proceeding—it helps to preserve the 
fiction of the sacredness of the person of the 
Emperor and of his being something other 
than an ordinary mortal, and itisa valuable 
check upon reckless assassins of the Guiteau 
type, whom China would easily furnish in 
unlimited numbers, A third result is’ inci- 
dental. As the people see nothing of the 
Emperor, so he sees nothing of the people. 
He is probably the only man in China who 
is unable to form any idea of what the 
Chinese are like or what they are aboat. 
What is seen in the imperial court is no 
type of China or the Chinese, but it must 
be a literal impossibility for the Emperor 
to get anything else upon which to base a 
notion of his empire. 

What do+s the Emperor think, how much 
does he know, what does he think that he 
knows, does he think atall, what is the 
specific gravity of the darkness in which he 
ey abides a:.d how many bent rays 
of — reach him through the opaque oys- 
ter shells known as ‘‘ Boards”? This mats 
and-bed quilt theory cf government is not 
confined to the Emperor, but runs all the 
way thfough th» ranks of officialdom. The 
district magistrate is supposed to be the 
man that knows his district, and the pre- 
fect the man that kuows his prefecture ; 
bat these are mere figures of speech used 
in a purely ideal way. No onein a district 
knows less of what is going on within its 
boumlaries than the chief officials ; no one 
would have more trouble in finding out 
what is going on, supposing he really de- 
sired to know. 

Asa rale, there is ne one who really cares 
leas to know or who considers it less his 
business to know, provided the taxes are 
paid and the people are ** tranquilizei.”’ It 
is very difficult for most Chinese officials to 
come to any usefal conclusion as to their 
duties, for the reason that they generally 
have too little interest in the matter, and 
drein reality almost as much pinioned in 
shackles as the prisoners at the doors of 
their yamens wearing wooden platform.

that the sentence on the prisoner is for a 
definite term and end, while that of the 
official us too often limited only by his life 
Chinese officialdom is largely shut up in a 
shell, just as it was a generation ago, and 
if we hear the hammering within it is mach 
more likely to bea defense against those 
outside to prevent their breaking in than 
an effort on the part of the imprisoned to 
get out.—{ North China.

THE RUSSIAN CZAM* GREAT ARMY. 


Me Cam Pat Maer s...< tea tate the Field 
than Either Germany or France. 


| Inspite of Grancifl difficulties and peace- 
ful intentions j ian Government 

| spares neither paigs nor money in its efforts 
to keep thearmy ona level with those of 
France and Germany, or rather to outdo 
them ; and the results—eo faras they can 
be veritied in times of peace—arein the high- 
est degreereassuring. As far as mere num- 
bers go the Russian War Minister cag put 
about half a million more armed men in t 
tield than Germany or France. ‘ihe latte 
country can reckon on 4,053,000, while 
Russia hes 4,556,000. Cons the 
question from the financial point view 
one cannot help wondering how it comes 
that an empire whose finances are so dis- 
organised and for the needs of whose fam- 
ine-stricken population contributions were 
svlicited this vear and last year in foreign 
countries, is in a position to spend more 
money on ite army every year than such a 
fairly prosperous State as Austria-Hungary. 
And yet this is the fact. 

Austria- Hungary's finances are in #o sav- 

isfactory « state the forced reireu- 
lation is now making place for a metallic 
currency one gold Caste and government 
credit is such that the4 percent. loans are be- 
,ing coverted without slightest diffiealty. 
| And yet the Austria-Hangary in spite of 
exceptional conditions which would certain- 
ly warrant and actually seem to cali for in- 
creased military expenditure; lays out & 
considerably smalier annual sum on her 
army than poverty-stricken Russia, whom 
no Kuropean State would ever dream of 
' attacking. 

Foreigners in general have no adequate 
conception of the changes which, in the 
course of atew years have contributed to 
metamorphose and regenerate the Russian 
army. The process may be truthfaily de- 
scribed asa new birth. Formerly marvel- 
ous powers of enduance and « courage 
which knew. no fear of death were the main 
characteristics of the Russian soldier, ‘who, 
when abandoned to himself, had no more 
initiative than alog of wood. At present 

he is carefully taught, trained, and drilled, 
; knows as much about military technical 
| matters as the average European soldier can 
assimilate, and still cultivates the old 
qualities which alone would give him a vast 
superiority over some of the most highiy- 
culated troops of at least one great power. 
Then as to the numbers. A few years ago 
the infantry consisted of twelve regiments 
of the guard, sixteen regiments of grena- 
diers, and 165 regiments of the fine. 

Gen Vanuofisky, the enterprising War 
Minister, has within a comparatively short 
time added seventy-four reserve cadre 
} 


battalions, which are to serve as the nucleus 
round which as many reserve regiments of 
two battalions each are to be formed. As 
a matter of fact this has already been done 
with twenty-three of the reserve battalions. 
1b is still being continued, and a few days 
ago a ukase was pnblished ordering 

formation of four more reserve regiments of 
two battalions each. The words ‘‘two 
battalions each” have a somewhat mild 
sound to the ears of military men who 
know that the ordinary Russian infantry 
regiment consists of four battalions; bat 
the eound is delusive and misleading, for 


these reserve regiments contain each 1,555] ; 


common soldiers and forty officers, so that 
they are practically 
the regiments of four battalions (the latter 
possessing 340 men more, in other words, 
1,805 instead of 1,555), a difference which, 
in case of need, could be made good with- 
out the sligttest difficulty. These facts 
should be continually borne in mind by 
ao who accuse Germany and Austria- 
Hungary of taking the initiative in impos- 
ing unbearable burdens on the taxpaying 
popalations, Russia, whom no other power 
would or could attack, and who can scarce- 
ly pay her way, is actually compelling her 
neighbors to equalize their chances against 
her in war.

| been convicted of crime, Man's natural 
sympathy for her often causes him to over- 
look important points against her. If there 
are men in this profession who are not sus- 
ceptible to a woman's plea, I, in »my ex- 
perience of twenty-six years, have failed 
to find them. « 
“Another thing: It is seldom consid- 
ered that girls are watched more carefully

Deep Sea Fishes of the Pacific, 


About 190 ies of deep sea fishes have 
been obtained by the Alabatross in the 
depths of the ocean on the continental slope 
of Calitornia. These creatures are, as a 
rule, very soft in body, almost black in 
color,and many of them covered, with phos- 
phorescent spots by which they can see their 
way in the darkness. They live im the open 
sea, at a depth of :wo to five miles, and their 
soft bodies at this depth are rendered firm 
by the tretnendous pressure of the surround. 
ing waters. In their native haunts the ligh 
and heat of the gun scarcely penetrate ; the 
darkness is almost akeolute, and the temper- 
ature of the water isat the point of freezing. 
The creatures living at these great depths 
are not, generally 2 rE descended from 
the shore species of the same region ; they 
constitute groups by themselves, and forms 
very similar are found in all parta of the 
ocean from the poles to the equator.

Hatching Eggs By Electricity. 

A novelty in the hatching of eggs has ap- 
peared in the shape of an electric incubator. 
The special feature of this machine is that 
the heat of the egg drawer is automatically 
regulated to the fiftieth mart of a degree. It 
consists of a tank incubator, heated by ara- 
diation from the bottom of a water ‘tank, 
which is cemstructed on the multitubular 
system, When the egg drawer reaches the 
temperature of 104 degrees an electric ther- 
mostat connects a dry battery with an 
electromagnet which actuates a damper, al- 
lowing the heat to escape through the open 
air, instead of passing through the flues of 
the water tank.

the coin-was made with an ornamental 
edge. Few persons have ever troubled 
themselves to think of the derivation of 
the word dollar, It is from the German 
thal (valley), and came into use in this way 
some 3°) yeara ago. There is little silver 
mining city or district in Northern Bohemia 
called Joachimsthal, or Joachim’s Valley. 
The reigning duke of the region authorised 
this city in the sixteenth century to coin a 
silver piece which was called * joachims- 
thaler.” The word ‘“‘joachim’”’ was soon 
dropped, and the name “‘thaler’”’ only re- 
tained. The piece went into general use in 
Germany, and also in Denmark, where 
the orthography was changed to ‘ daler,” 
whence it came into English, and was 
adopted by the Americans with still other 
changes in the spelling. The Mexican dollar 
is generally called ‘* piastre” in France, 
aa the name is sometimes applied to the 
United States dollar. The appellation is in- 
correct in either case, for the word piastre 
or piastra has for the last 50 years been 
only applied with correctness to a small 
silver coin used in Turkey and Egypt. 


Curing a Cold. 


The following is the advice given by a 
rominent doctor for getting rid of a cold: 
Vhen the first symptoms manifest them- 
selves is the time for action, and this should 
consist of a het mustard foot-bath before 
going to bed and a hot draught of milk. 
the covering of the body should be linen 
and wool, the former in the way of the 
sheet and the latter in the blanket, No at 
tempt to get up an active sweating should 
be made. The foot-bath and the warm drink 
will give a sense of warmth and facilitate 
the natural excretion of inateriale which 
should pass away by the skin, and an 
effort to aggravate this will be not only 
superfluous, but harmful, The blanket 
should never be worn next to the night- 
robe, and should not be so thick as to con- 
fine the air next to the body. Itis, indeed, 
often advisable to lighten the covering of 
the feet, and to preserve a certain amount 
of weight over the loins, and to have the 
shoulders protected from the external sur- 
roundings in general, The last measure is 
not to be underrated. A sensitive lung 
carries with it susceptibility to take to itself 
everything that could possibly affect it to 
ite detriment, Lung diseases belong to sen- 
sitive persons, and may or may not be the 
sequence of a ‘‘cold.” The majority of them, 
however, can be traced to imprudence in 
dress and exposure. Pneumonia, pleurisy 
and consumption are partners of careleasness 
in the dressing of the chest and back, and 
“colds,” which might atop at the throat by 
a little prudence, are their apprentices. If 
you have unconsciovaly contracted a cold 
and want to get relieffrom it, you must, in 
the first place, ia cho ea a 
A ly clad skin anda clear digestion 
Supht bs shartels the life of the “cold.” If 
a little comfort can be secured by wearing a 
light covering on the head daring indoor 
hours it keull be reapected. Ventilation 
of apartments comes in for a slight amount 
of attention, and 1t should be simply suffi- 
cient to furnish fresh air and not to pro- 
duce currents which can be appreciated. 
Nothing is more fallacious than the belief 
that health is promoted and life prolonged 
by air in excess, and this is prove by tomb- 
stones. There are a few good remedies 
which appeal to us as matters of tradition. 
Our grandparenta used them with effect, 
aod we might follow their example with- 
out injury. One of these is « ras tea, 
another is boneset tea and another is senna 
tea. Kach has ita office, and each is of 
value in its peculiar line, and at the same 
time is harmless.
